Hi Gary and tubesters, 


These European radios are great sounding sets. My favorite is a 
Nordmende-Sterling Tannhauser, a large deluxe German table radio with 11 
tubes and 6 speakers. It does LW, AM, SW & FM. I bought the Tannhauser 
from a collector at a swap meet who had been unable to repair it (and 
priced it accordingly :-). The problems turned out to be relatively 
simple, an open (but hard to find) power supply resistor, piano-key 
switches which desperately needed cleaning (common problem with these 
sets), and a broken coil wire which might have been a technician-induced 
fault. 


As a teenager, I repaired Philips radios for friends in our Dutch-American 
immigrant community. Last year, I found a 1950s radio made in New Zealand, 
probably by Philips. It used the Philips dimple-on-the-glass tubes. Those 
are like American 7 and 9 pin tubes but have 8 and 10 pins with an extra 
pin where American tubes have a space. There is a dimple on the glass and 
a guide on the socket to correctly place the tube. The radio used 240 
volts only. I made a voltage converter out of a transformer with split 
primaries, fed the radio with both the two primaries in series and 
connected one of the primaries to 120 (in autotransformer connection). The 
radio works quite well. Lots of luck getting schematics for these. The 
only saving grace is that they use standard superhet circuits and standard 
IF frequencies such as 455 KHz. 


If you repair BA communication radios, these are not all that complicated.

The speaker field coil is a weak spot as is 
the power transformer especially if operated with a leaky cap to the final 
audio input grid, (forget whether that is a 6F6 or 6V6.) Worst case I ever 
dealt with on these was open RF coils on two of the bands (the coils 
between plate and B+ of the RF amp). Those coils are a pain to get to.

Subject: Operating BIG tubes w/ low filiment voltage 


Can someone tell me what the problem is with operating 
a big tube such as a 3CX10,000A7 at a lower filament voltage 
for lower power operation. I am told that it will reduce the 
life of the tube but see no mechanism for failure. Over voltage 
is obvious but not under voltage. In fact I see in one of 
EIMAC's publications on extending the life of tubes two charts that 
contradict each other. One indicates a lower life at either higher 
or lower voltage on the filament and the other indicates that the 
tubes with very high filament power to plate current ratios are very good 
candidates for extending tube life.

Straightforward design, sometimes a bit tricky to work on due to rat's nest 


wiring. Fair condition unrestored but complete, I'd guess $75. You can 
help these a lot with some car polish.

I have one from the Manual Man, got it some years ago, pretty good (He's 
not on the web, see the FAQ for access info). I am sure that W7FG has it, 
it would seem that all web-based outfits have the same price. Note that 
there are several versions of the circuit, but only one diagram. I've 
never found a chassis that matched the diagram exactly. 
> 
>I'll be powering it up very carefully, using unusual precautions (all 
>tubes pulled, pwr xfmr resistance check, HV caps disconnected, tubes 
>inserted selectively, etc.) sas it's so old. Not restored, all orginal 
>parts but probably working last time it was used, a long time ago I'd say. 
> 
Well, if you want to try to save the filter cap, better leave the rectifier 
in. 
Seriously, I'd just assume the filter will blow sooner or later and replace 
it with modern caps. You can stick them under the chassis, plenty of room. 
I'd urge replacing all of the wax caps out of hand. You will probably 
find that half the resistors will be bad, especially if they are of the 
white porcelain variety. 


Have fun, it's a nice radio for band cruising.

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MULTIMETER FS. You might as well have it to go with the rest of your 
BAs! 

This is a TS-35 2/U. Last inspection date was March 1959. It consists of 
a ME9-B/U multimeter and a MX-815/U Multiplier kit, plus probes, all in 
a steel case which has probe storage in the removable cover. 


The multimeter permits dc voltage measurement to 5000V; this should be 
quite a necessity for the linear builders. Also 2.5 and 10 ADC ranges. 
Volts ranges are at either 20k or 1k ohms per voltOquite an instrument. 


The ohmmeter reads to 20 meg-thatis ten times higher than a Triplett or 
a Simpson vom.
